STAMPEDE OF PEMTEST1ART 


BIRDS. 


The Chicago papers of Sutuiday con- 


tain an account of the escape of six 
ci'ijvicti from the Penitentiary at Joliet, 
on Friday last, giving the name of each, 
the term for which they were commit- 
ted retpectively, and tbe county froia 
which tliey ncr« sent. 
Among them 


was John McGiunis, who was sent op 
from this county la«t January for burg- 
lary and theft, his term uf sentence being 
one year, consequently his lime would 
have been out in about three months. 
McGinnis, though only twenty years 
old, is a ''hard nut," and an accomplish- 
ed villain. When on his way to tht 
Penitentiary, last winter, he attempted 
to effect bis escape by Jumping from a 
car window, just as the train was getting 
under way, from Lexington Station — 
By some means he got his hand cuffs off, 
and, while for a moment Sheriff Jen- 
nings' attention was turned in another 
direction, be slipped out at the window 
in the rear of the seat where he was sit- 
ting, which happened to be raised. 
The 


tram was immediately stopped, and the 
late ofllcer, Mr Minenuelder, who ac 
companied 
the Sue i iff as assistant, 


jumped trom tbe train and recaptured 


him. 
Had not his feet been shackled 


he would douUless have made good bis 
escape, but, as it wan, lie only got a few 
hundred yards away; and in less tlian 
five minutes from the time he madu his 
leap 
from 
the window 
he was 


again in his seat in the ctu.iad the train 
was under way. 


It would seem that in his present 


attempt to escape he acted foolishly, as 
the chances are that he will be caught, 
and in the attempt to get awsy he ran 
the ri-,k of being shut, u» tbe guards 
sent ttventy bullets wbi/./ing after the 
fugitives; and seeing that his time had 
so nearly expired, one would suppose 
that it would hardly pay to take the 
chances of being killci), or of punish- 
ment, if recaptured. 


The manner of the escape wa^ about 


as follows: Several pnsoners,were clean- 
ing out a ditch, and when the signal was 
given for them to fall into line and march 
to their respective quarters, the six men 
in question broke from the ranks and 
run, and though twenty bullets were 
sent after them, all made their escape to 
the timber, though it is thought that 
some of them must have been wounded. 


A reward of twenty five dollars each 


is offered for th^ir apprehension, and 
as they, of course, have on the prison 
garb, it will be difficult for them to get 
away 
W« suppose the ditch in which 


they were at woik was outside the 
prison walls.
